Not later than July 31, 2019, the Secretary of De-3

fense shall submit to the congressional defense committees 4

a report on the state of Honduran cooperation with the 5

United States military. Such report shall include informa-6

nal cases involving the following: 11

(A) Prosecutions in the matter of the 12

March 2, 2016, murder of Berta Cácares. 13

Valley. 16

(C) Prosecutions in the matter of the De-17

cember 27, 2015, murders of Joel Palacios Lino 18

and Elvis Armando Garcı́a. 19
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(D) Prosecutions in the matter of the May 1

3, 2016, armed attack on Félix Molina. 2
